Only the expense account of the under- 
taker exists to show that any was 
buried. , 

It is a custom in Missouri as old as 
the State itself that where a man meets 
a violent death the Coroner empanels a 
jury to fix the responsibility. L. E. 
Rolens, Coroner of Pulaski County, lives 
at Rich Hill, almost within a stone’s 
throw of the scene of the wreck, and. 
vet he will not undertake to say how 
many men were killed. His office rec- 
ords do not show that there were any 
fatalities. 

O. R. Bradley is Ccroner of this coun- 
ty and his home is in Rolla. He cannot 
officially state that any of the victims 
of the wreck was buried here, or if 
any, how many. Each of the Coroners 
| says it was a matter for the other to In- 
vestigate. 

eaten Bradley said today that if 
there were any guarantee that the ex- 
penses would be paid, he, would be will- 
ing to exhume the body puried in the 
potter’s field and hoid an inquest to de- 
termine the cause of the man’s death.

‘“"Then they have manual training and 
grammar schools. Every convict is af- 
forded a good elementary education.

A man pardoned for an offense is not 
only excused from further punishment 
but is made innocent of any guilt, ac- 
cording to a decision Monday by Cir- 
cuit Judge Reynolds refusing to disbar 
William FP. Laren, a lawyer. 

The St. Louis Bar Association sought 
to have Laren expelled on the ground 
that he was indicted, convicted and -sen- 
tenced to two years in the Penitentiary 
for embezzlement.

Author of: 32 Novels Passes Away 
at Her Home in Brock- 
port, N. Y.

BROCKPORT, N. Y., Oct. 7.—Mrs. 
Mary Jane Holmes, who was perhaps | 
the author of more novels than any oth- | 
er American woman, died Sunday morn- | 
ing at her home in Brockport. She was 
7) years old and had averaged nearly a, 
book a year since 1864. 

Mrs. Holmes will be more sadly missed 
than any other American author by the! 
girls of two continents. Her books were 
more widely circulated than those of | 
anyone except E. P. Roe. More than | 
3,000,000 copies of her novels have been 
sold and eagerly read by the younger 
population of her native country. 

Even in her childhood, Mrs. Holmes’ 
avowed purpose in life was to be a nov- 
elist. Seated under an old tree one day, 
with a group of her playmates, who 





were telling what they meant to do 
“when they grew up,”’ she announced: 
“I mean to be a writer of books.” 
Her Early Aspirations. 

When the statement was scoffed at by 
her less ambitious companions, she 
added: 

“Tl shall write books that you will be 
only too anxious to read. I will write 
the kind you will wait for and read eag- 
erly, for I shall tell interesting stories 
of real people.’’ 

She kept her promise, and published 
her first book when she was scarcely 
out of her teens. This-she called ‘““Tem- 


less very few of our mothers who did 
not read it in their girlhood. 

Her characteristics are summed up in 
the following criticism: 

“Mrs. Holmes was without a rival in 
her field. Her characters are lifelike, 
and she makes them talk and act like 
human beings, swayed by the same 
passions, actuated by the same mo- 
tives common to men and women in real 
life. Her stories are domestic. in char- 
acter, never sensational.” 

Reissued in England. 
. Her books were re-issued in England 
and were as popular there as they were 
in her own country. Every one of her

reading public.

PID AUSTICE 
CROWDS PRISON 


St. Clair County Board Investigates 
Charge That Men Are “Rail- 
roaded” in Courts. 


ry 





A committee of the cBunty Board at 
Belleville began an investigation Mon- 
day of thé justices’ courts in East St. 
Louis, following the statement . before 
the board of County Supervisor Warncr 
that the overcrowded condition of the 
Jail was due to “rallroading” prisoners 
to it. 

The Judiciary Committee of the board, 
which is making the investigation, vis- 
ited the offices of the justices of the 
peace who receive the police ‘“‘business” 
of Bast St. Louis, examined the books 
and questioned the justices as to the 
methods of trying prisoners charged 
with vagrancy, idling and drunkenness. 

The board visited the Belleville Jai} 
Saturday and found 188 prisoners. The 
Jail is built to accommodate only 990. 

At the meeting which followed, War- 
ner told the board, he says, that he had 
been present in justice courts wheu 
prisoners were told to sign papers plead. 
ing guilty to offefises. which they did 
not understand, and then were heavily 
fined and sent to Jail. 

Justice Brady fined 21 men charged 
with vagrancy $200 each Monday. The 
average length of a trial was § se-- 
onds, the whole procedure requiring 
about 30 minutes. None was able to pay, 
and each will spend 4 days in the Belle- 
ville Jail, $5 a day being allowed for 
the work there of breakirlg rock. 

At the conclusion of the session, Jus- 
tice Brady told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that each prisoner was asked whether 
he was guilty, and usually said he was. 
He was then fined the maximum. 

“It’s a question of turning these men 
loose on East St. Louis or pRting them 
where they will be powerless to do 
harm and will be forced to work,’ Jus- 
tice Brady said. “Formerly, we got $1 
for each prisoner we sent to Jail, but 
now we get nothing. The charge that 
we ‘railroad’ prisoners is absurd. I 
rcourt investigation. My books are open 
to anyone who wants to examine them.”’ 

Justices Williams and Stanton, who 
get the remainder of the police cases, 
gave similar interviews. Chief of Po- 
lice Purdy, whose “clean-up Broadway’’ 
order is responsible for the great num- 
ber of arrests, said: 

“Every Saturday evening hordes of 
tramps come over from 8st. Louis 
to avoid the lid, and congregate under 
the Cahokia viaduct over Broadway, 
near disreputable saloons. We cannot 
let these men remain unmolested. They 
are dangerous. The capital of each is 
about 5 cents, a revolver and a beer 
car.

OWNERSHIP THE LAZY MAN’S REFUGE. 
The Post-Dispatch is- net surprised to dis- 
cover that the first suggestion of a remedy for 
high-priced gas in St. Louis is one proposing 
municipal ownership. : : 

Not the least of the objections to municipal 
ownership is the fact that it is accepted by so 





public ill. 
In this respect it has become the sovereign 


remedy to which every lazy or thoughtless citi-, 
zen turns at times when his intellectuals are 
supposed to be in operation. He leans upon it 
for support and ne appeals to it for succor, ds 
though it were a rock of strength and hope, 


reed. 
The discouraging thing about such prescrip- 


tions is that they are made in most cases with- 
out knowledge and without reference to local 
conditions. Municipal ownership is as much of 
a panacea in the estimation of many people in 
towns which are outrageously ‘misgoverned as 
it is in towns where government is of the best: 

It is not true, either, that becatse a munici- 
pality may do some things fairly well it is quali- 
fied to perform other public services equally 
well. 

While all cities have not escaped scandal, ex- 
travagance and inefficiency in Me necessary 
management of water systems, the generally 
satisfactory results of public ownership in this 
field furnish no proof that other enterprises 
would be condtcted with equal success. 

Even if they did, the argument would be as 
convincing in favor of public ownership of street 
railways, markets, laundries, theaters and other 
public resorts as it is in favor of municipal gas 
works. 

The public ownership idea is not likely to be 
extended in an important way in St. Louis very 
soon, but good government cannot fail to be 
weakened if the people on edming face to face 
with an abuse are only to yawn and call feebly |. 
for municipalization. — | 

It cannot be said with truth that the city gov- 

ernment of St. Louis is such as to encourage 
the idea of increasing its responsibilities. We 
might easily go from bad to worse by rushing 
from the embrace of the gas company into the 
arms of the House of Delegates. 
Furthermore, as many towns in Europe and 
America have learned to their sorrow, it is com- 
paratively easy to make a small saving in prices 
‘at the expense of a very: ~emphatic increase in 
the tax rate. 

Instead of being the lazy man’s or the un- 
thinking man’s refuge, municipal ownership 
should be his despair and terror, for if we ever 
come to that on a large scale it will be nec@ssary 
for people who do not wisi to shirk their public 
duties or to have their property confiscated, to 
work overtime. 

The St. Louis gas monopoly may be dealt with 
on easier terms than public ownership, provided 
the representatives of the people are faithful to 
their trust. If municipal government cannot be 
depended upon to safeguard public interests in 
such a case as this it is hardly worth while to 
look to it for succor through the means of own- 
ership. 
To be effective municipal ownership must be 
as wisely and honestly supervised as private 
ownership. What prospect is there of that at 
this time?

traits have been seriously endangered 
lately by the silly agitation of women's 
rights advocates. 

The diplomat was particularly struck 
by the fact that very many more wom- 
en than men are teachers in the Amer- 
ican schools. This portends danger, he 
thinks, and he believes Americans will 
not tolerate it long. The system of edu- 
cating boys and girls together he deems 
detrimental to the best interests and 


purposes of education, and he notes{ 
“with satisfaction” that a movement } 


against co-education is active in several 
of the states, 

Von Brandt condemns generally the 
whole system of educating girls in 
America. 


ss Condemns Our Education 
Apparently it is planned to give girls 


a good time rather than helpfull train- 
ing for their after career,” the former 
Minister writes. “It may produce ‘typical 
American women’ for the family and for 
society at large, but it must engender a 
disastrous desire for a free life.’’ 

The effect of the present system of 
educating girls is to cause the rising 
generation of American women to shrink 
from anything disagreeable. One evi- 
dence of this, Von Brandt argues, is the 
prevalence of race suicide in so many 
states, especially in New England, where 
the death rate exceeds the birthrate. 

He adds, undiplomatically, that Amer- 
ican women have little reason to be 
proud of the number of divorces in their 
country; in England there is one di- 
vorce to every 718 marriage on the av- 
erage; in some American states one to 
20 marriages. 

Their Ideals Lowered. 

“Women in public life are nuisances,”’ 
says the author. “Besides, their appear- 
ance in American public life has low- 
ered their ideals and blunted their sen- 
sibilities and their fine instincts for right 
and wrong. Whatever of good they 
have accomplished in public life has 
been dearly bought by the harm done * 
their womanliness.”’ 

Von Brandt attacks the women's 
clubs in America. He thinks they ren- 
der women unfit for home life, and 
quotes Grover Cleveland: 

‘‘A woman’s best club is her home.” 


Certainly Herr Von Brandt, is, or 
was, very fond of American women. 
He resigned his lucrative post in China 
to marry Miss Heard, daughter of Au- 
gustine Heard of Massachusetts, then 
American resident and consul-genera! 
at Seoul, Korea. The Emperor of Ger- 
many refused his consent to the match, 
not because Miss Heard was American, 
because she was not German and so 
more helpful in advancing Germany's 
interests.
